PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 14 
(UP)—CIO President Philip Mur- 
ray notified United States Steel 
Corp. today that the United Steel 
Workers would not negotiate with 
the company until it “promptly 
and plainly” states that it accepts 
the presidential fact - finding 
board’s pension and insurance 
recommendations. 

Murray, in a telegram to United / 
States Steel Presidént Benjamin 
F. Fairless said that the union “in 
a straightforward and forthright 
manner has accepted the board’s 
recommendations as a basis on 
which to conclude a settlement of 
the dispute.” 

“TIT now request that you 
promptly and plainly advise me 
whether your companies are like- 
wise willing to accept the recom- 
mendations of the Steel Industry 
Board as a basis on which to cop- 
clude a prompt settlement of the 
existing labor dispute between the 
union and these companies,” Mur- 
ray said. 

“Upon receipt of your affirma- 
tive reply the respective repre- 
sentatives of the union ahd the 
companies can arrange promptly 
for a.time and place of a joint 
collective bargaining conference 
for this purpose,” he said. 

U.S. Steel operating headquar- 
ters here confirmed receipt of the 
telegram, but a spokesman said 
the company had “no comment” 
at the time. 

Strike Threat Renewal. 

Murray’s telegram pointed out 
that the union sought an agree- 
ment before expiration of the 
present truce Sept. 25. His ref- 
erence to the deadline was an 
apparent renewal of the strike 
threat. 

Murray said that President Tru- 
man had requested, in submitting 
the fact-finders’ report, “an un- 
equivocal reply from the parties 
as to whether they accept the rec- 
ommendations of the steel indus- 
try boarid as a basis on which to 
conclude a prompt settlement.” 

Uncertainty on the industry's 
position developed when United 
States Steel failed to indicate ac- 
ceptance of the fact-finders’ rec- 
ommendations in agreeing to re- 
sume bargaining talks. 

A United States Steel spokes- 
man, asked if “Big Steel” was ac- 
cepting the board’s recommenda- 
tions as a basis for a contract, 
replied: “I wouldn’t think so.” 

Companies May Fight. 

That led to speculation that the 
corporation, the industry's bell- 
wether, might be planning to fight 
the suggestion that the steel com- 
panies pay pension and insurance 
costs, Last July United States Steel 
and other companies refused to 
bargain on pensions, denied a wage 
increase and offered an insurance 
plan which called for workers and 
employer to share the costs 50-50. 

The reply of President Clarence 
B. Randall of Inland Steel also 
indicated the union would not 
have clear sailing when contract 
sessions begin again, He said In- 
land would review its present pen- 
sion programs and added:

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JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 14 
(AP) — Republican forces made 
deep inroads in Democratic strong- 
holds in yesterday’s special elec- 
tion and put the Twenty-sixth 


Pennsylvania Congressional Dis- 
trict seat back in the Republican 
fold. The outcome was regarded 
generally as a setback for the Tru- 
man Administration. 

Naval Veteran John P. Saylor, 
who supplied the flag raised on 
Iwo Jima, recaptured the House 
seat his party lost in the 1948 Tru- 
man sweep. 

He did it without mentioning in 
his campaign the name of his 
Democratic opponent gold star 
mother Mrs. Robert L, Coffey Sr., 
whom the Democrats nominated 
for the place vacated by the death 
of her son in a plane crash. 

Mrs. Coffey received Truman’s 
indorsement and had campaigned 
with ringing support of the entire 
“Fair Deal” program. She had the 
indorsement of the CIO and AFL 


also. 

Opposed “Fair Deal.” 
Saylor campaigned chiefly 
against Truman’s “Fair Deal” pro- 
gram. He charged the President 
with attempting to create a wel- 
fare state. 

The western Pennsylvania vote 
provided the first “Fair Deal” 
election test since last year’s gen- 
eral election. Republicans and 
Democrats studied it for clues to 
possible voter shifts in the 1950 
Congress elections. 

Guy George Gabrielson, Repub- 
lican national chairman, put it 
this way in a statement issued at 
Washington: 

“The election of the Republican. 
candidate . . . constitutes a sting- 
ing rebuke to the Truman Admin- 
istration effort to lead this nation 
down the road to statism.” 

The vote yesterday was in con- 
junction with statewide party 
primaries. Returns from 317 of 
323 precincts gave: 

Saylor 57,037. 

Coffey 48,168.

SOUTH AFRICA 
EXPECTED 10 LOSE 
GOLD PRICE FlGhl 


Monetary Fund Apparent- 
ly Set to Reject Plan 
Providing for Some 
Free Market Sales. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (UP)— 
A South African attempt to force 
an increase in the United States 
gold-buying price comes up for a 
vote in the International Mone- 
tary Fund today. It is apparently 
doomed to defeat. 

The Union of South Africa has 
proposed that gold producing na- 
tions be permitted to sell half of 
their newly-mined gold to any 
buyer at whatever they can get, 
as long as it is more than the 
$35-an-ounce American price. 

At the same time, the Union 
suggested that gold producers who 
sell part of their output at pre- 
mium prices agree to sell the rest 
to the United States at the fixed 
price. 

This proposal was put forward 
yesterday at the opening of the 
fourth annual meeting of the gov- 
ernors of the fund and of the In- 
ternational Bank for Reconstruc- 
tion and Development: It was 
suggested as an alternative to an 
immediate “uniform; change in 
parities” of foreign exchange 
which South Africa said must 
eventually be carried out in order 
to bolster international trade. 

However, on presentation of the 
resolution yesterday, only the 
Philippine republic—another large 
gold producer—supported the 
South Africans. The opposition 
was led by Secretary of Treasury 
John W. Snyder, who said there 
is “no justification” for changing 
the dollar price of gold. 

Snyder promised to elaborate 
on his position today when the 
gold committee takes up the 
South African proposal. _Observ- 
ers believed the 48-nation vote 
would send the proposal down to 
defeat by a 46-to-2 count.

WASHINGTON, Sept. M4 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
announced today that Russian- 
dominated Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Romania will be charged in the 
United Nations General Assembly 
with violations of human rights. 

The Secretary emphatically re- 
newed at his news conference the 
longstanding British-American 
charges of “callous disregard” of 
the human rights clauses in the 
peace treaties with the Iron Cur- 
tain nations. 

He said the three Russian satel- 
lites have just turned down a pro- 
posal by the United States that 
they name commissions, as pro- 
vided in the peace treaties, to take 
up the dispute over charges that 
they have repeatedly violated 
the agreements. These call for fair 
trials and various personal free- 
doms. 

Treaty Clauses Ignored. 

Bulgaria, Hungary, and Ro- 
mania, Acheson said “continue to 
insist that they have not violated 
the human rights clauses of the 
treaties but they are unwilling to 
apply the procedures specifically 
provided in the treaties for just 
such cases of disputes over 
whether or not violations have 
taken plage. 

“In the view of this Government 
have their 
violationg by this subse- 

quent refusal to carry out the 
procedures for the settlement of 
disputes, obligations which they 
specifically assumed in the peace 
treaties themselves. 

“The attitude shown by these 
three nts in their recent. 
notes, as in their earlier notes re- 
plying to the charges made against 
them, calls into question their 

faith in signing the treaties 
and provides further illustration 
of their callous disregard of clear 
international obligations.” 

Achesofi noted that the U. N. 
Assembly last April formally called 
attention of Bulgaria and Hungary 
to their obligations. The issue is 
on the agenda for the new session 
of the Assembly, opening next 
Tuesday, and Acheson noted that 
Australia hds proposed the case of 
Romania also be discussed. 

Assembly to Have Record. 

“The Assembly will have before 
it the full record of the disputes 
and will be able to judge for itself 
further action to take,” he said. 

Replying to a question, Ache- 
son said the United States is ready 
now to let the United Natiops 
deal with the whole dispute since 
this Government has exhausted 
the tredty procedures for settle- 


Negotiations to end the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad strike were 
resumed this afternoon. Company 
and union spokesmen _ reported 
progress at the end of yesterday’s 
two-hour meeting in the Missouri 
Pacific Building. 


Now in its sixth day, the strike- 
of 5000 operating employes has 
slowed many industries in 10 
states and today began to hamper 
operations of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway, fifth railroad to be pick- 
eted by Missouri Pacific strikers. 


Drop in Car Interchange. 

Terminal Railway Association 
reported about 3000 fewer freight 
cars are being interchanged daily 
in St. Louis as a result of the 
strike. 

Besides the striking enginers, 
firemen, trainmen and conductors, 
20,000 non-operating employes of 
the Missouri Pacific have been 
idle since Friday and some indus- 
tries and railroads have begun 
layoffs. 

Eight officers of four brother- 
hoods and four executives of the 
railroad resumed the’ negotiations 
at 8 p.m. in the twenty-second 
floor conference room of the Mis- 
souri Pacific building. After their 
meeting yesterday, they issued a 
two-sentence statement saying 
they had agreed to meet again to- 
day and that “progress is being 
made.” 
Picketing at Monsanto Piant. 
A spokesman for the Manufac- 
turers Railway, which serves An- 
heuser-Busch, Monsanto Chemical 
Co. and other St. Louis industries, 
reported today that. four Missouri 
Pacific pickets had halted Manu- 
facturers’ trains at the north en- 
trance to Monsanto’s plant, 1700 
South Second street. Both Mis- 
souri Pacific and Manufacturers 
have trackage in the plant, Mis- 
souri Pacific on the south end 
and Manufacturers on the north. 
The Manufacturers’ spokesman 
said his railroad had made no ef- 
fort to take over Missouri Pacific 
traffic at the plant and expressed 
the opinion that the picketing was 
the result of a misunderstanding. 
At a meeting of the strikers yes- 
terday, however, séveral men re- 
ported they saw Missouri Pacific 
cars being handled at the Mon- 
santo plant. Picketing at the Mon- 
santo entrance started last night 
and continued today. 
Normally, 14 freight cars go in 
and out of the Monsanto plant 
daily. None was moving today. 
If the tie-up continues a plant 
spokesman said it might become 
necessary to close some depart- 
ments. 

Effect on Terminal. 

Ira Davis, general manager of 
the Terminal Railroad Association, 
reported a drop of about 3000 
freight cars daily in intenchanges | 
in St. Louis since the Missouri 
Pacific strike began. Before the 
strike, about 10,000 cars were 
being interchanged here each day. 
Now the number has fallen to 
about 7000, he said. 

Davis expressed the opinion that 
Many cars apparently were being 
diverted to Chicago or to other 
interchange points. 

“We have lost a lot. of business,” 
Davis continued, “and Union Sta- 
tion looks pitiful. Usually the mid-

TEN WEEKS OF FISCAL YEAR 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (UP) 


HE Treasury has struck a 

balance for the first 10 

weeks of the new fiscal 
year and reports itself in the 
red $3,304,000,000. 

There were years during the 
Coolidge and Hoover adminis- 
trations when that sum would 
have paid all Government ex- 
penses for 12 months. 

On a weekly basis since fiscal 
1950 began on July 1, the Treas- 
ury has been spending beyond 
its income at an average rate 
of $330,478,000. 

Weekly income in the same 
period averaged $507,137,000 and 
the weekly average of spending 
was close to a billion. The 
actual spending figure was 
$837,616,000 every seven days. 

The most significant figure 
in the daily Treasury report 
which covered the first 10 
weeks of the fiscal year was on 
spending. It cost the taxpayers 
nearly two billion more to run 
the Federal Government during 
the first 10 weeks of this fiscal 
year than it did during the 
} same period a year ago. 


LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP)—A

“As to the reason given by your- 
self Esquire for my dejobment, 
the incrimination was laziness, No 
sir, It*were impossible that my- 
self who pitched 16 children into 
this vale of tears can have a lazy 
atom in his mortal frame, and a 
sudden departure of 11 pounds has 
left me on the verge of destitution 
and despair. 

“I hope this vision of horror 
will enrich your dreams this night 
and the Good Angel will melt and 
pulverize your heart of nether 
milestone so that you will awaken 
with such alacrity to rejobulate 
your servant. So mote it be, 
amen.” 

Officials in London did not 
know whether the native was re- 
associated with his job.

A proposal] to clarify the present 
Civil Service amendment to the 
City Charter by writing into it 
detailed definitions of all terms 


that have been subject to more 
than one interpretation was sub- 
mitted to the St. Louis Board of 


Freeholders’ committee on muni- 
cipal personnel last night. 

The proposal, which would re- | 
quire substantial rewriting of at | 
least 13 sections of the amend- 
ment, was offered by Albert E. 
Schoenbeck, a former member of 
the Civil Service Commission. He 
acted on behalf of a joint com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Citizens 
Committee for Civil Service and 
the League of Women Voters of 
St. Louis. 

“I want to make plain,” Schoen- 
beck said, “that the present Char- 
ter amendment is basically 
sound. This proposal is designed 
simply to clarify certain provis- 
ions that have been attacked, both 
in the courts and out, and to 
strengthen other provisions. 

“This Friday will be the eighth 
anniversary of the enactment of 
the Civil Service law. The propo- 
sals we offer are such, we believe, 
that the Charter amendment will 
be clarified so that what original- 
ly was intended will be reduced 
from general to specific language.” 

Defines Excepted Position 

The proposal begins by noting 
that the term of employment of 
those persons in “excepted pos- 
itions” shall be at the “pleasure of 
the Mayor” and then defines the 
term “excepted position.” These 
would include the assessor, city 
counselor, directors of Public 
Safety, Public Utilities, Streets 
and Sewers, president of the 
Board of Public Service, Supply 
Commissioner and one stenogra- 
pher to each of these officials, as 
well as to the comptroller and

Carter said 14,503 permits were 
issued from April 1 to Sept. 1, or 
the first five months of the fiscal 
year. The yearly record of 15,110 
permits for -heating installations, 
set in 1946-47, will probably be 
exceeded by the end of this month, 
he said. 

Of the 14,503 total, 9312 permits 
were for gas space heating and 
4395 for gas water heating.

Dewey Backer Acts to 
Give New Chairman 
Free Hand in Commit- 
tee Reorganization. 


Barak T. Mattingly, former Re- 
publican national committeeman 
for Missouri and one of the inner 
council in Gov. Thomas E. Dewey’s 


two campaigns for the presidency, 
submitted his resignation as gen- 
eral counsel of the national] com- 
mittee yesterday in a letter to the 
newly elected chairman, Guy G. 
Gabrielson. 

Mattingly became counsel for 
the committee in July 1948 after 
Dewey’s second nomination and 
as such was one of the board of 
strategy in the campaign. His 
retirement naturally followed the 
reorganization of the committee 
under Gabrielson, who succeeded 
Hugh D. Scott in a close contest. 

In his letter to Gabrielson, Mat- 
tingly merely gave as a reason for 
resignation his belief that the new 
chairman should have a free hand 
to select his own counsel. He re- 
fused to elaborate on this today, 
but said that he would always be 
available for service to the party. 

Mattingly has held a leading po- 
sition in Missouri Republican poli- 
tics for 15 years, having served as 
chairman of the party state com- 
mittee and eight years as national 
committeeman.

The proposal also provides that | 
no person in @ competitive or ex- 
cepted position, thus including: de- 
partment heads, shall “voluntarily 
or otherwise” contribute to any 
fund of any candidate for party 
office or nomination. It also pro- 
hibits any type of contribution to 
any political party or any other 
organization, such as & labor 
group, seeking to elect any person 
to any public or party office. 

Before the last municipal elec- 
tion, certain city employes, among 
them assistants to former City 
Counselor George A. Stemmler, ex- 
plained that their donations were 
strictly “voluntary” and, as such 
could be made under the present 
law which states no person shall 
be under any “obligation” to con- 
tribute. : 

In addition, the proposal states 
no person in a competitive or ex- 
cepted position shall seek or file 
for election to public or party of- 
fice unless he shall first resign 
from his position in the service. 
This section is entirély new. Un- 
der the present law, such em- 
ployes can seek election provided 
they do not conduct “active cam- 
paigns.” 

Employes may, however, become 
members of political clubs, 
Schoenbeck said, and they may at- 
tend political meetings and enjoy 
complete freedom from all inter- 
ference in casting a ballot. 

New Provisions. 

Another __— provision, resulting 
from the so-called “mass firings” 
for economy, ordered by former 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann in 1947, 
would prevent the appointing au- 
thority from indulging in economy 
discharges at the whim of the mo- 
ment. This same_ section, also 
new, provides that merit and 
seniority will be the only consid- 
erations in determining changes 
in salary, promotions, transfers 
layoffs and other changes in the 
employe’s status. 

The proposal also would 
strengthen the hand of the direc- 
tor of personnel, Schoenbeck said. 
In the event that the Mayor, for 
example, should refuse to. take d 
ciplinary action against any em- 
ploye found guilty of violating the 
Civil Service law, the dire¢tor 
would be empowered to do sd, he 
said. Under the law now in force, 
he said, the director has no such 
authority and the Mayor perhaps 
could defy the commission. 

Moreover, as a further safe- 
guard in this respect, the director 
would be required to certify all 
payrolls, At present payrolls are 
audited by the comptroller. Un- 
der the proposal, when questions 
arose as to the legality of employ- 
ment of any individual, the direc- 
tor could decline to certify the 
salary of the person until the 
matter had been settled. 

The committee’s 12-page propos- 
al was received by Chairman John 
I. Rollings of the Freeholders’ 
committee and will be given a 
public hearing at. a date to be 
announced later. Schoenbeck and 
Norman Bierman, an attorney, 
were co-chairmen of the group 
writing the proposal. Other mem-

and Mrs. Aaron Fischer of the 
League of Women Voters.

Two of the planes were dam- 
aged, one seriously, by flying 
through rough air at very high 
speeds close to the ground. An- 
other plane did not finish the race 
and the fourth did not get off. 

The plane flown by “apt. Bruce 
‘Cunningham lost a large portion | 
of its elevator, which controls | 


movement up and down, and lost | 


much of its hydraulic control | 
boost. Rivets popped loose during 
the 600-mile-an-hour flight. Cun- 
ningham made an emergency land- 
ing. 
The plane flown by Martin C. 
Johansen suffered lesser damage 
and was brought down without 
difficulty. 

Cunningham averaged 586 miles 
an hour for the 10 laps around the 
seven-sided 15%mile course, de- 
signed with low angle turns to ac- 
commodate the jets. 

Two years ago Air Force pilots 
practically tore their Lockheed 
F-80 Shooting Stars apart in a 
similar race around a rectangular 
course. As a result, no jet closed 
course race was flown in 1948. 

An Air Force official explained 
today that the F-86 is not designed 
for low altitude high speed 
maneuvers. It works best in the 
thin upper air, where it is ca- 
pable of flying near the speed of 
sound. (Sound speed drops from 
760 miles an hour at sea level to 
670 miles and lower at extreme al- 
titude.)

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 14— 
The steel fact-finders’ report 
looked good to steel and other 
industry leaders at first glance 
because it turned down the CIO’s 
demand for a fourth-round wage 
increase. But a second reading 
of the pension recommendations 
of the report are something else 
again, industry spokesmen say. 
It now is clear to most industry 
leaders, they say, that they are 
taking an unhappy part in social 
revolution, in which the role of 
industry is to assume the respon- 
sibility of “filling the gap” in the 
Federal social security system. 


Under the Federal social secur- 
ity system the employer and the 
worker share the cost equally. The 
fact-finding board’s recommenda- 
tion on pensions is that they 
should be “non-contributory.” In 
other words, that the employer has 
the sole moral responsibility to fi- 
nance the pensions as one of the 
“first charges against revenues.” 


Steel men contend this system, 
if it spreads to most of the 15,- 
000,000 manufacturing workers in 
the country, puts the jointly-fi- 
nanced social security system into 
the same category with the 
famous “fifty-fifty” stew of the 
lumber camp—one horse and one 
rabbit. 


In the report industry leaders 
also have found one paragraph 
which they say encourages “social 
control” of profit rates. 

The report says that the in- 
creased efficiency and lowered 


costs resulting in the steel] indus- 
try from postwar plant moderniza- 
tion will produce higher profits, 
if the demand for steel continues. 
Then: 

“If these profits do not result 
in benefit to the consumer in the 
form of lower prices, there would 
be justification for the union to 
renew its demand for increase of 
wage rates in order better to par- 
ticipate in the industry’s prosper- 
ity. A 

There is a. reasonable assump- 
tion that CIO President Philip 
Murray has pasted this paragraph 
in his hat, for ready reference 


when a new steel contract is ne- 
gotiated next spring.

Payments in New York State 
Area Average $32,000, With 
$230,000 Top Estimate. 


ONEIDA, N. Y., Sept. 14 (AP)— 
Twenty-one potato farmers in 
Madison county were paid $671,006 


in subsidies by’ the Federal Gov- 
ernment on their 1948 crops, the 
County Farm Bureau said today.

In Holdings Confuses Average Man 


Statistics on What Citizen Owns, Owes, 
Spends and Saves Never Seem to 
Fit His Own Case.

Since then it has 
retreated, and the latest figures, 
for July, show personal income at 
an annual rate of just under 210 
billion dollars, a drop of $4,800,- 
000,000 from July, 1948. 

The department averages the 
1948 total out at $1410 a person, a 
gain of 7 per cent over the previ-

Chances are there were few per- 
sons who made exactly $1410. But 
if you are one of these rare indi- 
viduals, that makes you the aver- 
age American. How did you man- 
age on that?

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
You are always being told what 
you—“the average American cit- 
izen”"—own, owe, make, spend and 
save. Somehow, it never seems 
to fit your own case. 

For instance, there are Federal 
Reserve Board figures to show 
that Americans as a whole own 
more “liquid assets” than ever be- 
fore—some 132 billion dollars 
worth, compared with $45 billion 
before the war. But at the same 
time you are told that “the aver- 
age spending unit,” a family, had 
only $300 put away in liquid as- 
sets in 1948, whereas the year be- 
fore it had $350, and in 1946 had 
$400. 

Liquid assets are savings you 
can turn into cash easily when 
you need it, such as demand and 
time deposits in banks, savings 
and loan shares and United States 
Government securities. 

The growth in total liquid as- 
sets and drop in average hold- 
ings becomes the more confusing 
when you are told that last year 
three million families used up 
their savings, but the same year 
as Many or more started nest 
eggs for the first time. It all 
adds up to the suspicion that 
maybe there isn’t any average 
American. 

Some Assets Went, Into Homes. 

If you are one of the 3,000,000, 
to have spent your liquid savings, 
you may have used them up when 
the cost of living was rising. But 
you may have put them into a 
home or other real estate or into 
starting a business. That scarcely 
makes you a spendthrift. It does 
make you below average when it 
comes to compiling statistics. 

Before you get too worried 
about the average holdings of 
liquid assets being lower now 
than in 1946, look at some other 
figures. 

There are 530 mutual savings 
banks in the United States. Their 
total deposits are just under 19 
billion dollars, up from $10,300,- 
000,000 just 10 years ago. There 
are more than 19,000,000 depos- 
itors now, a gain of 3,500,000 in 
10 years. During the first seven 
months of this year, while every 

one was talking about the slump, 
deposits rose $588,000,000. The 
number of depositors increased by 
339,000 this year. 

At midyear Americans had $3,- 
250,000,000 in postal savings and 
56 billion dollars in Government 
savings bonds, more than ever 
before. 

Or look at life insurance, not 
counted as a “liquid asset.” In the 
first seven months of this year 
Americans bought policies with 
face value of 13 billion dollars (al- 

&|though the premiums they paid 
‘<2|in did not total that much, of 
¢<*\course). This was $172,000,000 
more than purchased in the same 
period last year. Their total hold- 
ings at the start of this year were 
70 per cent above that they held 
in 1940. 
Corporate Securities Total. 

In the first six months of this 
year American individuals, banks 
and insurance companies paid an 
average of $53,000,000 each month 
for new issues of corporate com- 
mon stocks, $33,000,000 for pre- 
ferred stocks, and $452,500,000 for 
corporate bonds and notes. The 
National Industrial Conference 
Board says you have to go back 
to 1929 to find any monthly aver- 
age like it—a monthly total of 
$538,500,000 for corporate secur- 
ities.

As a matter of fact, the Rick- 
ey stamp is on the Cardinals to 
a greater extent than it is on 
the Dodgers, as far as farm - 
system operations are con- 
cerned. His new idea at Brook- 
lyn was to utilize the skill of 
Negro ball players. And three 
Negro stars that Rickey signed, 
really without any or much com- 
petition, are highly important 
in the Brooklyn picture. With- 
out Jackie Robinson, a great 
second baseman; Don New- 
combe, an unusually fine pitch- 
.er, and Roy Campanella, a 
rugged, capable catcher, the 
Dodgers would not be fighting 
the Cardinals for the pennant. 


Robinson, Newcombe and 
‘Campanella are not exactly 
products of a farm system. They 
are from a virgin field that 
Rickey discovered. Once more 
Rickey was a pioneer, a jump 
ahead of everybody else. Just 
as he saw the poss sibility of 
using the farm svstem to com- 
pete against wealth, so he saw 
that another source of valuable 
talent was available. Competition 
in the farm system and scout- 
‘ing business had become keen.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14—Rocky 
Graziano, former middleweight 
champion of the world, gets a 
chance tonight he’s been pleading 
for during the past three years— 
a chance to perform before his 
home town fans. 

He’s to take on Charley Fusari, 
a New Jersey welterweight in 10 
rounds at the Polo Grounds and 
- because of his weight advantage 
and his superior punching power, 
Rocky rates a favorite to win at 
about 5 to 8. 

Just three years ago, Graziano 
fought Tony Zale at the Yankee 
Stadium and was knocked out in 
the sixth‘ round. That was the 
start of a series of three of the 
most sensational fights by boxers 
at any weight. 

For the next year, Graziano 
again took on Zale and knocked 
out the man of steel from Gary, 
Ind., in the seventh round in a 
steaming Chicago Stadium. And 
just last September, Zale regained 
the title when he flattened Rocky 
in: three rounds at Newark, N. J. 
Later Tony lost the 160-pound 
crown to Marcel Cerdan of 
France. 

In between the second and third 
bouts came the expose of the 
sordid Army record of Graziano, 
his suspension in New York be- 
cause of his failure to report an 
attempted bribe in a fight which 
never came off and other things 
which blackened the name and 
reputation of the dead end kid 
from New York’s lower East Side. 


Wants Home Run Wallop. 


But: all of that is water over 


or under the bridge now and 
Rocky hopes to re-establish him- 
self in the eyes of New York and 
the boxing game generally with a 
home run wallop—a knockout of 
Fusari, who has ‘never been 
kayoed and who rates very high- 
ly because of his one-round 
knockout of the late Vince Foster. 

Knocking out welterweights has 
been one of Graziano’s favorite 
pastimes though and it would seem 
that Charley is playing Rocky's 
game by giving away about 10 
pounds in weight. 

Graziano will weigh about 158 
pounds to 148 for Fusari. 

“We don’t care anything about 
the weight,” declared Fusari’s fa- 
ther in broken English. “Charley 
is ready, he’s in perfect condition 
and we don’t care anything about 
what Graziano weighs. We could 
have fattened Charley, but what 
for? Added weight would only 
make him slower and the same is 
true of Graziano.” 

Graziano has had only two easy 
fights in the past year, winning 
both by knockouts in two rounds 
each. And in one of them he was 
on the floor. That was against 
Bobby Claus. 

Clean-Liver. 

Fusari, a clean-living young fel- 
low, will have an opportunity, too, 
a chance to climb into the front 

row of challengers for the 147- 
pound title which Ray Robinson is 
expected to vacate soon to cam- 
paign for the 160-pound crown, 
now held by Jake La Motta. 

Charley left his job as a milk 
wagon driver when he discovered 
he had more than ordinary ability 
to throw his fists. 

Fusari is a good puncher and a 
Better boxer than Graziano al- 
though that’s not saying much. 

Still Fusari has a reputation for 
getting excited when he gets hit 
and starts swinging wildly. If he 
indulges that against, Graziano, 
Charley can count himself out. 

His trainers have schooled him 
to box Graziano for several rounds 
and depend upon his boxing to win 
a decision. 

Rocky, of course, will be out for 
@ quick kill, as he always is. 

It is expected about 30,000 per- 
sons will pay about $200,000 to see 
the show. Graziano is to receive |; 
32% per cent of the net, Fusari |t 
22% per cent. It rained all day 
yesterday ‘but the forecast is for 
clear and mild weather. 

The fight will be broadcast but 
there will be no television.

‘Stranahan Out 


To Finish Poor 
Year With Win 


This has been a lean year for 
the muscular and well-to-do Frank 
Stranahan of Toledo, O-., the most 
titled golfer among the currently 
prominent amateurs, who will 
seek the Western Amateur cham- 
pionship at Bellerive next week. 
But he has hopes of fattening his 
batting average in golfing crowns. 

Western Golf Association offi- 


cials in Chicago relay the infor- 
mation that Stranahan has new 
reason to feel confident that he 
will regain the Western crown he 
won at Duluth, Minn., in 1946. 

The man who has won most big 
amateur championships except the 
American national reports that he 
has corrected erratic driving that 
has been giving him trouble. 

“Y know Bellerive is the type 
of course. that demands complete 
accuracy in tee shots,” Stranahan 
told Western officials, “and be- 
cause I think I’ve corrected my 
driving, I feel rather confident.” 

After sweeping British, Canadi- 
an and Mexican amateur titles a 
year ago, Stranahan’s main ac- 
complishments this year have been 
victories in the North and South 
and the All-America competition 
at Tam O’Shanter. 

The 27-year-old Toledo strong 
boy will find several competitors 
equally as anxious to make this 
summer golf season finale a win- 
ning venture, including the de- 
fending champion, Skee Riegel of 
Tulsa, Okla., and Jimmy McHale 
of Philadelphia, both teammates 
of Stranahan on the Walker Cup 
team. 

In the recent national amateur 
won by Charley Coe, the Strana- 
han-Riegel-McHale trio unfortu- 
nately fell into the same sixteenth 
of the blind draw. That meant 
two of them had to fall out by 
the fourth of eight rounds. 

It turned out that McHale went 
the farthest, but he, too, was out 
of the tournament by the fifth 
round. It went like this: After 
two easy victories Riegel and 
Stranahan met in the third round, 
Riegel winning by a 3 and 2 score 
in an 18-hole match. 

Then McHale, who had drawn a 
first round bye, advanced over 
two opponents, including Joseph 
Carr of the British Cup team, and 
faced Riegel in the fourth round. 
McHale won from Skee, 3 and 2,

The quail season, opening on Nov. 10, is not too far off and the 
smart hunter will soon begin to condition his bird dog. This year the 
going will be tough, for there has been excessive rainfall all over 
the state and the cover will be extremely heavy. The birds will run 
through the weeds and heavy vegetation and many a dog will be 
punished for false points when not at fault. 


Reports from all parts of the 
state indicate a bumper bird crop. 
Many broods have drowned or 
clutches of eggs have failed to 
hatch, due to the heavy rains, but 
Mr. and Mrs. Bob White have 
kept right on the job and there 
will be many small birds or “peep- 
ers” and, of course, the true sports- 
man will not make the mistake of 
killing more than one of these 
until he and his dog will move on 
to more fertile fields. 

The quail of today are much 
smarter birds than they aere 20 
years ago. The law of evolution 
has made them so to save them 
from utter extinction. 

Years ago, the quail’s habitat 
was the open meadows and corn 
fields. Hunters seldom worked 
wooded areas, as they were unpro- 
ductive. In order to escape the 
hunter, the coveys use not only 
the dense woods but also heavy 
briar thickets which few dogs can 
penetrate. They come out of these 
habitats only long enough to feed 
and water, and then return to 
dust and laze in the filtered sun- 
light. 

Lespedeza patches, especially 
where there is water nearby, are 
favorite feeding grounds. Late in 
the evenings birds can nearly al- 
ways be found in fields where les- 
pedeza and water are plentiful. 
Cowpeas and soybean fields are 
also choice feeding places. Span- 
ish needles, beggar lice, ragweed 
and sumac are excellent wild quail 
\food and also provide cover and 
protection for the birds, 

Few coveys roost in the briar 
patches or dense woods at night, 


for in such places it is more dif- 
ficult for them to escape from 
predators. Most all quail hunters 
know that coveys “ring up” at 
night—tails together and heads 
pointing outward in a circle—so 
that they will be ready to take to 
the air in all different directions 
at the first approach of danger. 
Most coveys still use an old sedge 
or wild hay field for their roosts, 
and the early morning hunter who 
catches them still abed stands a 
better chance than the hunter who 
waits until the sun is high to start 
his hunt. 

Midday hunting seldom produc- 
es birds. Many veteran hunters 
do not attempt to course the fields 
during the middle of the days but 
prefer to save their dogs for late 
afternoon so they will put forth 
their best: efforts after the early 
morning hunt. 

Few dogs can go at top speed 
all day, and a pottering dog, foot- 
scenting under the hunter’s feet, 
has about as much chance to find 
quail as a pekingese has to kill a 
polar bear. 

Although the picture of quail 
hunting this year has a rosy tint, 
the hunter must realize that, if he 
is to have quail hunting in the 
years to come, he must go easy 
with that itchy trigger finger. 
Why strive for 10 birds each day 
if tour or five will suffice? In- 
stead of revelling in the joy of 
killing, why not revel in the joy 
of companionship — a day away 
from daily tasks, a favorite gun, 
an exhilirating walk through the 
woods and fields, and, last, but 
far from least, the never ending

The first session was 
held yesterday and concerned the 
Pacific area. It produced a joint 
statement indicating that British 
and American anti-Communist pol- 
icies would develop along largely 
parallel lines in the Pacific. 

Acheson said their review today 
would be concerned with Euro- 
pean questions, particularly those 
involving Greece, Albania and 
Spain. 

Acheson was asked whether he 
considered the need for a Japa- 
mese peace treaty to be urgent, 
and what might be done about it 
since the Western powers and 
Russia have disagreed over how 
to approach it. Russia wants a 
veto in the treaty drafting con- 
ference. 

Acheson recalled that the Unit- 
ed States said two years ago that 
it was time to get on with the 
treaty. He said this Government 
still thinks the matter is urgent. 
The whole question is being re- 
viewed again to see whether any 
new ideas for speeding up work 
on the treaty can be produced. 


Basic Policy Unchanged. 
He was asked whether this 


government’s basic policy is to pout that the exchange of views 


include all the big powers among 
the treaty drafters. Acheson said 
that has always been the Ameri- 
can view. 

“Could: we find a way to go 
ahead without Russia?” a reporter 
asked, 

The great objective, Acheson re- 
plied, is to bring Russia into the 
work on the treaty. 

The issue which has deadlocked 
the treaty project for two years 
turned on Russia’s demand that 
the documents be drafted by the 
Council of Foreign Ministers—the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Russia and China. The United 
States, backed by Britain, insists 
it should be drafted by all the 
members of the Far Eastern Com- 
mission, Made up of all nations 
which went to war against Japan. 
The United States also insists on 
rules which would prevent any big 
power veto. . 

Many of Acheson’s advisers are 
reported to be convinced that this 
deadlock has hopelessly snarled 
the prospects for Russian co- 
operation, and to feel that the 
Western Powers should be pre- 
pared to proceed at an early date 
without Russia. 

Caution on China. 


Indications were that Bevin and 
‘Acheson were also in general 
agreement on several other points 
touched on in their first session 
of political talks here yesterday. 
These points were reported to in- 
clude: 

1. The Western powers should 
move slowly and cautiously on 
the question of recognition of a 
Chinese Communist government « 
if and when such a government 
is established. 

2. Nationalism is the most 
powerful force working against 
the spread of Communism into 
other Asiatic countries; it 
should be encouraged by the 
Western nations both for that 
reason, and because it is in line 
with their established policies. 

3. Western capital ‘should be 
put to work on a wider scale 
than at present to raise the liv- 
ing standard of non-Communist 
Asiatic peoples. 

Differences Over China. 


On one point—trade with the 
Chinese Communists — diplomats 
speculated there might develop a 
divergence of British and Ameri- 
can moves in the next few months. 

American officials are reported 
to feel that their experience in 
dealing with Conrmunist China 
offers little basis for hope of do- 
ing business with the Communists, 
geo that this country in general 
should follow a policy of hands 
off. 

Britain, however, has a much 
greater commercial stake than the 
United States in China, and is 
interested in protecting it to the 
fullest extent possible, Diplomatic

N Justice Wiley Rutledge the 
Supreme Court and the nation 
have lost a_ salt-of-the-earth 
American and one of the old- 
fashioned liberals who find it 
increasingly hard to survive the 
bitter contest of the left and right. 


In personality, Justice Rutledg 
closely resembled the late ChieF 
Justice Stone. He had not in his 
writing the Stone gift of phrase 
which stood out so strikingly in 
the latter’s famous dissent when 
the Republican liberal rebuked his 
conservative colleagues for decid- 
ing the law according to their 
“personal economic predilections.” 
But both had plain, homely, friend- 
ly ways. Both had impressive in- 
tegrity—and great simplicity. 


Justice Rutledge’s distinction on 
the court was that he was its only 
graduate from the lower federal 
courts. Unlike other Roosevelt ap- 
pointees he had not worked in the 
New Deal ranks nor did he have 
the complex, subtle intelligence 
that Roosevelt preferred in his 
palace guard. He came to Roose- 
velt’s attention accidentally. 


Suggested by Reporter. 

The late President in 1941 had 
just appointed a personal favorite 
for the fourth time to a Supreme 
Court vacancy—Justices Frank- 
furter, Douglas, Murphy and Jack- 
son following one another within 
two years. The result was a flurry 
of criticism over his neglect of 
career judges in the lower courts. 
In a conversation with Irving 
Brant, author and former St. Louis 
newspaper man, Roosevelt com- 
plained that the criticism was un- 
founded, the lower courts did not 
have suitable judges. @#6rant told 
him about Rutledge. 

Justice Rutledge formed his 
closest ties in the court with the 
late Justice Murphy, the introvert- 
ed bachelor who was the perfect 
foil for the sunny family man, 
Rutledge. Justice Murphy’s death 
was a sad blow to him. In their 
decisions the two Justices were 
equally close and always on the 
liberal side.

Nevertheless, the Treasury today 
stood firm on Cripps’s declaration 
that there would be no devalua- 
tion. It was commenting on a re- 
port from New York that the 
pound might be devalued this 
week to $3.20 from the present 
level of $4.03. 
Attlee and his ministers con- 
sidered how to apply the 25 per 
cent ($400,000,000) slash in dollar 
spending ordered last July. Gov- 
ernment leaders had hoped they 
might be able to modify it, or 
even withdraw it, as a result of 
the talks in Washington with the 
United States and Canada. 
Indication of Failure. 
The fact that it is going to be 
put into force for the next nine 
months was interpreted here as 
meaning Britain had failed to 
achieve its whole objective. 

However, Cripps said in Wash- 
ington that no additional dollar 
import cuts were being considered.

HE British press looked today for a “joker” in the Washington 
dollar agreement. The Financial Times, which speaks for Lon- 
don financial quarters, speculated it might be devaluation of 
the pound, a cheapening of Britain’s currency to meet the emergency

ling? Have we promised to under- 
take a really effective deflationary 
program? Or is there some other 
undisclosed intention? 

“The answers to these questions 
will undoubtedly emerge before 
very long. Until they do, however, 
a highly cautious and skeptical 
attitude seems to be clearly indi- 
cated as the course of wisdom for 
investors.” 


Confidence in Pound. 

The News Chronicle (Liberal) 
put a finger on a possible result 
of the Washington accord. It said 
the main trouble was a world-wide 
loss of confidence in the worth of 
the pound, It said the world now 
knows that the United States is 
“prepared to do all it can, both 
directly and indirectly, to help 
restore that confidence.” 

Referring to what it termed the 
“pious claptrap” of the commu- 
nique, the Daily Mail (Conserva- 
tive) said: : 

“The only mystery is why (Por- 
eign Secretary Ernest) Bevin and 
Cripps should look so pleased with 
themselves. 3 

“Is it because they think they 
have won the next election in 
Washington — or do they know 
something which has not been re- 
vealed?” 

The independent, empire-minded 
Daily Express predicted the Con- 
servatives will accuse the Labor 
Government “of concealing the un- 
pleasant facts to gain an election 
advantage” when Parliament re- 
convenes next month. 


“No More Golden Eggs.” 

The Times (independent) com- 
mented: 

“There are no more full-sized 
golden eggs to be had from acrogs 
the Atlantic. It is on the sterling 
area itself that the task of get- 
ting rid of its own deficit in trans- 
action with the dollar countries 
must first and chiefly fall.... 

“There still is no assurance that 
the devaluation of the sterling, 
with higher costs of living uncom- 
pensated by higher wages, may 
not be necessary... .” 

It was announced last night 
that British imports in August ex- 
ceeded exports by approximately 
$234,400,000. The August gap was 
$82,800,000 more than in July, and 
$17,600,000 more than in June.

Transportation 
Survey Ordered 
By President 


Sawyer Told to Make 
Study Looking to 
Unified Federal 
Program. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP). 


ey WHITE HOUSE made pub- 
lic yesterday afternoon an or- 
der from President Truman for 
a survey looking to “a unified and 
co-ordinated” . federal program 
for transportation. He wanted a 
preliminary report by Dec. 1. 
The order was in a letter dated 
Aug. 30 directing Secretary of 
Commerce Sawyer to undertake 
an inquiry leading to “greater co- 
ordination of federal Policies and 
programs.” 

Copies went to Secretary of 
Agriculture Brannan, Secretary of 
Defense Johnson, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder, the Maritime 


Commission and the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. 


Truman pointed out that trans- 
portation enters into production 
and distribution of ali the national 
output, plays an important part in 
“cultural and social unity” and is 
“vital to our military prepared- 
ness.” 


He said federal expenditures on 
transportation services amount to 
nearly $1,500,000,000 annually for 
roads, airports, river improve- 
ments and other aids. 


He said various federal pro- 
grams now come under a number 
of agencies, each operating in a 
limited sector, and went on: 


“A unified and co-ordinated fed- 
eral program for transportation is 
clearly essential in order to assure 
maximum benefits from the Gov-+ 
ernment’s activities in this field.” 


He asked Sawyer to submit a 
report outlining major policy is- 
sues which need to be resolved at 
this time in order to achieve maxi- 
mum effectiveness and consistency 
of federal programs in the trans- 
portation field. 

“I would like to have such a re- 
port by Dec. 1, 1949, and plan to 
use it as a basis for discussion of 
these problems with the various 
agencies concerned with transpor- 
tation. 

“I should also like to have your 
views on,the possible desirability 
of havi the Department of 
Commerce conduct on a continu- 
ous basis broad studies relating to 
federal transportation policies and 
programs.” 

He directed Sawyer to develop 


specific plans in co-operation with 
Frank Pace, director of the budget.

LABOR DISPUTE 
ENDS IN CLOSED 
SHANGHAI PAPER 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 14 (AP) — 
The three-month-old labor dispute 
of the closed Shanghai Post Mer- 
cury, American-owned newspaper, 
was settled yesterday. Laborers 
received seven and a half months’ 
geverance pay and white collar 
employes five and a half months’ 
pay. 

The newspaper shut down in a 
labor dispute June 15, putting 131 
employes out of work. Later it 
closed permanently. Editor Ran- 
dall Gould said he felt he no 
longer could control the newspa- 
per’s editorial policy. 

The employes locked Gould in 
his office during negotiations in 
an attempt to force him to yield 
to the workers’ demands. How- 
ever, the employes voluntarily left 
the building M 4 

The workers were said to have 
withdrawn their objections to 
Gould and his wife leaving Shang- 
hai. They have applied for exit 
visas but may not get them in 
time to sail aboard the evacuation 
ship General Gordon, due the mid- 
die of this month.

A Successor to Rutledge

The death of Justice Rutledge is a 
great loss not only to the Supreme Court 
but also to American liberalism. 

Justice Rutledge was the leader on the 
court in defending civil rights. He more 
that any other Justice has carried on in 
the Holmes-Brandeis tradition. 

With his sad loss at such an early age 
President Truman gets his fourth ap- 
pointment to the highest court of the 
land. If, as has been rumored, Justice 
Reed, who is in ill health, resigns, then 
the fifth Truman appointment will make 
it a Truman court. 


In four years the control of what was 
supposed to be a young court will have 
been passed from the Roosevelt era to 
his poor Democratic successor. Already 
there has been a decided change. 


Roosevelt in his 12 years had seven 
appointments, and had by the time of 
his death formed what was called a lib- 
eral court. The first two of the Truman 
appointments were to replace the. re- 
maining Republicans who happened to 
be libere ls. 

In 1945 Truman appointed a conserva- 
tive Republican, Burton, to take the 
place of the liberal Republican Roberts, 
who resigned.‘ 

When in 1946 the Chief Justice Stone, 
a distinguished member of the great 
dissenters—Holmes, Brandeis and Car- 
‘'dozo—died, Truman appointed as Chief 
Justice his good friend Vinson, whom 
gome say he wants to see President. 

According to the Post-Dispatch’'s charts 
Vinson has ranked on the bottom of the 
court in defense of civil liberties. 

Faced with the death of a liberal of 
the first rank in Justice Murphy, Tru- 
man made a political appointment of 
Tom Clark, to whom it had been prem- 
ised as a reward to Texas Democrats 
such as conservative Tom Connally. Now 
it has been said that Truman is about to 
make another political appointment in J. 
Howard McGrath, who as we all remem- 
ber stuck by Mr. Truman in the cam- 
paign.

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The Full Recipe 


The report of the International Monetary 


Fund will give further impetus to the clamor 
for devaluation of the pound sterling. Secretary 
Snyder evidently believes strongly that such a 
measure would help Britain bridge the dollar 
gap which is now bedevilling its economy. He 
had impressive support for his position before 
the Fund’s report was issued. A good many 
financial experts think. devalution is inevitable, 
and so influential a voice as the Economist of 
London has urged that it be done. 

Why, then, has Sir Stafford Cripps taken so 
strong a position on the other side of the issue? 
Perhaps some of the answers can be found in 
an article from the Glasgow (Scotland) Herald, a 
conservative newspaper, which is printed today 
in the Mirror of Public Opinion. The Herald, 
weighing the pros and cons, concludes that if 
Britain can reduce the price of its exports suf- 
ficiently without devaluation, it should not de- 
value. 

Obviously, if the pound were valued at $3 
instead of $4, British exports to dollar coyntries 
would expand. But it is a question whether the 
expansion would be great enough to offset the 
fewer dollars earned. Britain has greatly in- 
creased its production since the war. It has 
practically no unemployment. It is very doubt- 
ful, at least from a short-range point of view, 
if it could boost its production to compensate 
for a $3 pound. 

Devaluation would cheapen the prices of tin, 
rubber, cocoa, wool, ete., which earn more dol- 
lars than dées British industry. As the Herald 
points out, these products cannot be obtained 
in great quantities elsewhere than the British 
Empire. Moreover, devaluation would not be 
likely to increase their sales to dollar countries 
in any great degree. Here devaluation would be 
a net loss to Britain. 

Its domestic effect would be to increase the 
‘prices of British imports which, in turn, would 
lead to inflationary pressures. This would prob- 
ably bring demands for higher wages, which 
the British Labor party, for the most part has 
been able to stave off. If higher wages were 
granted, thus causing higher prices for Brit- 
ish exports, all the benefits of devaluation might 
be washed out. As the Post-Dispatch pointed 
out recently, the device of devaluation was tried 
by the French, with the result that confidence 
in their currency was undermined and the franc 
fell to new depths. 

All the talk about devaluation in recent 
months has had a very harmful effect. Many 
prospective importers of British products have 
adopted a policy of watchful waiting on the 
chance that they will be able to do business 
soon with a $3 pound instead of a $4 one. 
Moreover, on the open market in New York, the 
pound has recently been quoted at as low a 
figure as $2.88. No doubt the report of the 
Monetary Fund will do further mischief. 

It should be emphasized that the Fund's re- 
port goes further than merely to advocate de- 
valuation. It admonishes creditor or “surplus” 
countries to maintain their own prosperity, to 
lower their tariff barriers and to lend on a 
large scale to “deficit” countries. A lowering 
of tariff barriers alone would be of considerable 
benefit to Britain, but is the United States will- 
ing to do this as an accompaniment to devalua- 
tion? 

Before proceeding further to perstiade the 
British to devalue, we should be prepared to 
supplement this drastic measure by carrying out 
the Monetary Fund’s full recipe. As of today, 
we are not so prepared. 
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Setback for the Pir Deal? 


Had they won the special congressional elec- 
tion in Pennsylvania, the Democrats would be 
hailing the result as a popular indorsement 
of the newt Truman Administration and of the 
record of the Democratic Congress.

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Forergn Trade Is Foreign Policy 

The bipartisan foreign policy—which has de- 
veloped some rather serious cracks of late— 
faces another test today or tomorrow. The test 
will come on Senator Millikin’s “peril point” 
amendment to the Administration proposal for 
extending the reciprocal trade program another 
two years. The extension already has been ap- 
proved by the House. Senator Lucas, the Ad- 
ministration leader, seems confident that the 
Millikin amendment will be defeated and that 
the measure will also carry in the Senate. 

Some Republicans, however, are carrying the 

fight to the last ditch. Senator Malone of 
Nevada has renewed his attack, saying that re- 
ciproeal trade agreements are just a device for 
giving the British free aceess to American mar- 
kets. Malone has the support of the Republican 
floor leader, Senater Wherry of Nebraska. 
. The Malone attack was unfair since, under 
the reciprocal trade poliey, both parties to a 
trade agreement make concessiqns. Under a 
“most favered nation” clause, these are then 
extended te other nations signing such agree- 
ments.. The object is to make trade as easy as 
possible. This has always been desirable. That 
it is particularly desirable new—especially in 
dealings with Britain—has been made abun- 
dantly clear by the British-American talks just 
concluded in Washington. 

It is true that the lowering of trade barriers 
may have an adverse effect on some United 
States industries. But this must be charged 


’ against the greater good which is gained through 


‘{mtermiational trade. The United States has 
now 4 inte a position similar to that oc- 
cupied by Britain im the nineteenth century. 
can trend has been in the same directiozi. 
No doybt, Senator Lucas is confident because 
he feels sure that Republicans like ‘

—and that includes foreign trade policy-must — 


be shaped by a vision which can rise above 
narrow party advantage. 
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For a Worthy Successor 

It is reported that President Truman will 
probably wait a whfle before appointing a sue- 
cessor to Justice Wiley Rutledge. A similar 
report went around after the death of Justice 
Frank Murphy and in almost less time than it 
takes to tell it came the appointment of Tom 
Clark. The point is, therefore, that if informed 
opinion hopés to be influential in obtaining a 
distinguished successor to a distinguished judge, 
it had better become active. 

The White House may think well of the 
three Supreme Court appointments made in the 
Truman Administration. Surely they do not 
rate very high in many other quarters. All 
have been on the personal friendship basis. Mr. 
Truman served with Harold H. Burton in’ the 
Senate; they were together on the war investi- 
gating committee. Fred M. Vinson worked for 
Truman in several capacities, including Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Tom Clark, of course, was 
for four years Attorney General and a leading 
Truman. political helper in the Cabinet.

basis has not panned out. Justice Burton’s - 


work has been slight and of little distinction. 
Chief Justice Vinson has taken a generally nar- 
row view of civil rights cases. In nearly 60 
non-unanimous decisions arising under the Bill 
of Rights, Vinson has supported the claim of 
the citizen only eight times as against 53 times 
for Murphy and 52 times for Rutledge. If 
Tom Clark votes on the eourt as he has prose- 
cuted in the Department of Justice, he will take 
the Vinson-Burton side in split cases involving 
the basic freedoms, including trial rights. 

All this is by way of saying that the Presi- 
dent should now raise his sights. It is not 
necessary that the executive know personally 
his Supreme Court appointees. Theodore 
Roosevelt did not know Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
Hoover did not know Cardozo. Wiley Rutledge 
was not known personally to the President who 
put him on the bench. , 

It is much more important that the President 
choose the best man he can. Years ago the 
Post-Dispatch urged the appointment of Ap- 


peals Judge Learned Hand, whose great opin- ‘ 


ions in rich prose will be remembered after 
most Supreme Court Justices are forgotten. 
When Justice Murphy died, we said that it 
would be a fine thing if Judge Hand might 
serve on the Supreme Court if, at his age, only 
for a year or two. We repeat that now. 
Wiley Rutledge’s seat is not one to be filled 
without thought. Appointment of a successor 
who takes lightly America’s great Bill of Rights 
would be in effect a repudiation of his stanch 
stand for the freedom of the individual citizen. 
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Statesmanship in Steel 

Philip Murray's CIO steel workers showed a 
high regard for public welfare in accepting the 
peace offer of the President’s fact-finding board. 
But Murray now says he will not deal with the 
United States Steel Corp. unless the company 
also indicates acceptance of the board’s plan. 
This seems to leave the possibility of a strike 
in the hands of the steel industry. a 

Perhaps the union does not accept the fact- 
finders’ argument that wage increases now 
might disturb a delicate economy escaping from 
inflation. But the union has accepted the 
consequences of this argument. It has fore- 
gone demands for a 12.5-cent hourly pay rise, 
despite pressure for a fourth-round increase. 

On its side the steel industry must have been 
surprised that so little was requested of it, in 
comparision to what the union asked for. The 
presidential board suggested pensions up to $70 
monthly on retirement, plus insurance costing 
the employers $80 a year for each employe. 
This is far less than the union’s demand, and 
the industry has lagged behind many others 
in providing pensions and insurance. 

The steel union accepted an appeal to reason. 
The country now awaits the decision of the 
steel companies. 
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Witches Were Important People 

A Boston legislator’s petition to reverse the 
convictions of 21 Salem witches hanged in 1692 
indicates one thing about the New England con- 
science. Though it may commit crimes it always 
repents, even if it takes 257 years . But unfor- 
tunately, the legislator never has been able to 
ask the witehes how they felt about it. Maybe 
they preferred to remain witches. 

In Massachusetts’ somewhat delayed recogni- 
tion of innocence, a book reviewed on this page 
played its part. The intent of this book is 
not simply to prove that there weré no witehes, 
after all. It has strong contemporary connec- 
tions with the modern witch-hunt, a la Wash- 
ington. To have been a witch was something. 
As the review says, “every inch a witeh, bright 
of eye, salty of tongue...’ Sueh people were 
important, ‘They ereated folklore and history, 
if not revolutions. But to be a witch today is 
only toe be hunted without being acclaimed. 
Many of those brought before congressional 
committees did not justify the hysteria about 
them, and some did not prove te be witches 
at all. 

Now the Salem witches really had to work at 


bewitchment. There is a story, possibly apoc- . 
“ryphal, of a spre-fire method of finding a 


witch. ‘The suspect, heavily weighted, was 
dumped inte a pool of water. If he stayed on 
the surface, he obviously had supernatural pow- 
ers, but if he sank, he had the drowning satis- 
faction of knowing he was innocent. 

We can imagine what might have happened 
if, instead of this test, some Puritan inquisitor 
had merely asked, “Are you or have you ever 
been a witch?” It would have been an insult 
to witeheraft. The contemporary exorcism is. 
a drab and dowbtfol affair, and as for us, we 
prefer to believe that there were witches.

Britain should work toward increased productivity and cheaper 
exports rather than risk devaluation, Scottish newspaper. advises: 
lowering value of pound might work two ways; some think it 
would increase trade, but others predict danger of inflation,

Devaluation remains the great undecided 
issue of future British trade policy, and of 
any -plan that may be evolved to close the 
dollar gap, to create freer and greater world 
trade, and to restore the pound as a strong 
and trusted internationally used currency. 


To drive the real points home, one may 
assume—and it is a very realistic assump- 
tion—that if Britain devalued, other ster- 
ling area countries 
would quickly do like- 
wise, and also, after 
an interval, most of 
the countries of 
Western Europe too. 

We can thus re- 
strict the main ef- 
fects of devaluation 
of the pound to our 
trade and financial 
relations with the 
dollar zones—to our 
dollar exports, im- Paul G. Hoffman 
ports, and such invisible ex as re 
ceipts from shipping and imsurance serv- 
ices to foreigners. 


Indeed, because our huge dollar deficit is 
our most erucial problem, the only justi- 
fication for devaluing would lie in certain 
hoped-for improvements in the dollar trade. 


Help for Export Trade 


Taking firat its effects on our dollar ex- 
ports an@- earnings from shipping, etc., it 
would normally tend to expand their vol- 
ume. Simplifying the matter, if,- say, the 
number of dollars exchangeable for one 
pound sterling (to dollar buyers, the num- 
ber they would have to give for each 
pound’s worth of British exports) were re- 
duced from four te three (that, in techni- 
eal terms, if sterling were devalued 25 per. 
cent) doar buyers of British goods worth 
100 pounds would have to give only $300 
for them instead of $400 before devahiation. 


; 


Also, British exporters selling a certain 
line for $1200 in the United States would, 
after devaluation, either earn a handsome 
profit, since their $1200 of receipt would 
now exchange for 400 pounds imstead of 
300 pounds, or would be able to lower their 
prices appreciably, and still make some- 
what bigger profits. 


‘Where the Dispute Lies 


In this way the volume of dollar exports 
would expand. No one disagrees about 
this. Disagreement arises only on the ques- 
tion whether the’ larger volume of dollar 
export gales and transactions would more 
than offset the fewer dollars now earned 
from each article of export (each pound of 
British exports would earn less than $4; 
perhaps in some cases, as few as $3). 

If the volume did not expand enough to 
offset this, we would be worse off than 
before devalgation. Our total dollar earn- 
ings would be lower, and the dollar gap 
widened, not narrowed. : | 

People like Paul Hoffman, head of the 
Marshall plan, and Neville Blond, trade ad- 
viser in the U.S.A,, believe that with vigor- 
ous selling policies the volume would ex- 
pand 100 per cent or more. Similar opin- 


jon comes from Canada. 


But others doubt the absorptive capacity 


area goods, now that the world sellers’ mar- 
ket is over, and they also argue very strong- 
ly that in the case of exports of primary 
produce and raw materials from the ster- 
ling area (tin, rubber, cocoa, diamonds, 
wool, jute, ete., which are far greater dol- 
lar earners than British manufactures) 
these are fairly essential to the dollar 
areas, and cannot be obtained in ‘great 
quantities elsewhere. 


Sales of these commodities would not ex- 
pand greatly just because their prices fell. 
In fact, it might pay us best to maintain 
prices in the hope of keeping up total 
dollar revenue. 


Living Costs Would Rise 


So much for the problem of exports if 
we devalued. Turning to infports, devalua- 
tion would not alter their dollar price to 
us, for this depends on the state of activ- 
ity and employment in the dollar areas, 
which would be practically unaffected by 
alterations in the value of our currency. 


Where devaluation would chiefly iafiu- 
ence imports, and thus incidentally imme- 
diately affect the individual, is by increas- 
ing their British selling prices. For in- 
stance, a dollar import costing, say $12 
would, at $4 te the one pound, have sold 
for three pounds in this country, but after 
devaluation it would sell for four pounds. 


Uniess the Government decided in the 
face of this jo increase subsidies—mainly 
food subsidies—eack, person’s income would 
thus buy less than before, the cost of liv- 
ing: would rise, and although the nominal 
value of. pound notes remained the same 
and total wages would be unchanged imme- 
diately after devalitation, real incomes and 
the standard of living would fall. 


Toe Dangerous tw. Risk 

If the higher cost of living in Britain 
led to general demands for higher wages 
which, because of full employment, were 
conceded, the cogt of producing British 
goods would be increased, prices would be 
marked up generally te meet greater wages 
costs, and this might cause further wages 


demands, price rises, and so on. 


In short, dangerous inflation could occur. 
If this happened, we would be in a bad 
state indeed, with inflation, high prices, 
and smaller dollar earnings causing further 
euts in dollar imports. 


Thus many argue that devaluation is 
too dangerous to risk, unless dollar prices 
were falling sharply se that the increase 
in the price in sterling of dollar imports 
would only be small, but devaluation in 
these circumstances would be almost in- 
evitable anyway, if our exports were to 
remain competitive with those of the U.S.A. 
in the rest of the world. _ 


What can be safely said is this: If we 
can cheapen the price of our exports to 
foreigners sufficiently without devaluation, 
we should not devalue. Thereip lies the ur- 
gency of the appeal for productivity.

The Witches of Salem 


THE DEVIL _IN MASSACHUSETTS: A_MODERN IN. 
QUIRY INTO THE SALEM WITCH TRIALS, by Mar- 
jon L. Starkey, (Alfred A. Knopf. New York, 310 
pqs., $3.50.) 

Speaking of hysteria, they really had it 
in Salem Village, (now Danvers) Mass., 
257 years ago this September. Actually it 
began about a year earlier. Through the | 
long, snowy winter .of 1691-2, a group of 
young women and girls of the place amused 
themselves by listening to the lurid tales 
of Tituba, old slave of the hatchet-faced 
minister, the Rev. Samuel Parris. 

When spring came some of these chil 
dren and womenfolk began to show signs 
of hysteria. Those thus “afflicted” began 
to accuse certain persons of bewitching 
them. From time to time, they fell down 
in seeming trances which supposedly were 
caused by the witches, whoever they were. 
Salem’s physician could not track down 
any disease. Therefore, the Rev. Parris 
gathered in the other ministers of the vil- 
lage to see what should be done. an 
inflammatory sermon was preached on these 
carryings on of the devil. This brought 
the civil magistrates into action. A special 
court was set up to try the cases. Between 
May and September, several hundred per- 
sons were arrested. Many were imprisoned 
and 19 were hanged by the neck.

Throughout it all, no one was secure. 
No one knew who would be next accused. 
No one knew who would be next con- 
demned and executed on no better informa- 
tion than the charges of the hysterical] chil- 
dren. Fortunately, Salem had some resi- 
dents who did not fal] for this craziness.

Gradually resist- 
ance took form and by October, the village 
was getting a grip on itself. 

The next spring all who were still locked.

But the climax was when 
Judge Sewall handed to his minister a con- 
fession to be read in meeting house while 
he stood in his pew. At the same time the 
jurors signed a statement of error and re- 
quest for forgiveness. ‘A long deferred — 
sequel was enacted Monday—when a reso- © 
lution was introduced into the Massachu- 
setts Legislature asking that the convictions 
be reversed.

Lessons America Must Learn 


A 


FTER all the scare talk about the British money crisis, the net 
result of the talks here in Washington is bound to seem so small 
as to be short of what was required for proper balance and 


stability. Yet those who have sat in on the talks do not seem dis- 


couraged by the outcome. 


They feel that a fairly hopeful 
start has been made. Above all, 
it is hopeful that from both sides 
has come a real desire to get 
down to cases 
and do what is 
necessary. There 
has been no re- 
crimination, no 
bitterness. 


Groups of Brit- 
_ ish, Canadian 
and U.S. experts 
will now study 
special phases of 
Britain’s trouble. 
They will search 
for ways to plug 
the leaks through 
which the Brit- 
ish reserve of gold and dollars is 
being drained away. The drain 
has been at the rate of $300,000,- 
000 a month. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, Secretary 
Enyder and the other men who 
sat around the conference table 
frankly recognized that Britain’s 
economic position has been wors- 
ening for at least 50 years. It 
began with a decline in produc- 
tivity, comparatively at any rate 
with this country, and it was 
speeded up by World Wars I and 
II and the dislocation of the Em- 
pire. 


The Job of the British.

Many of the 
letters, like some which have come 
to me, say, “Why should we go on 
giving help to the British when 
they spend so much to keep roy- 
alty parading around?” 

The answer to that question is 
complicated. It goes down to the 
roots of the institution of royalty 
in a democracy—the role of the 
king as a human flag symbolizing 
the state and the majesty of the 
people themselves. Part of it is 
the traditional British love of 
pageantry and that pageantry—the 
royal opening of Parliament, state | 
visits—is one of the few luxuries 
Britain has left. 

The royal household gets $1,640,- 
000 a year and other members of 
the royal family $548,000, and the 
last does not include any allow- 
ance for the Duke of Windsor. 
That is in reality very small and I 
will stick my neck out further by 
saying I don’t think it’s any of our 
business. If nationalization—of 
the steel industry, for example— 
could be shown to hurt production, 
then it becomes a concern of this 
country. 


America Must Buy. 


No. 2—We must learn that as 
the greatest producing nation in 
the world we must buy goods from 
other countries if we expect to go 
on selling our goods abroad. The 
margin we sell abroad is the mar- 
gin that keeps production at high 
levels. 

The lessons to be learned are 
not easy. They go against tradi- 
tion, custom, prejudice deeply 
rooted im our past. But they must 
be learned and learned quickly if 
the kind of free world we have 
known is to survive.

He said he understood an 
offer of 16 weeks at an $85 a week 
minimum salary for the musicians 
had been withdrawn.

We had realized here, even be- 
fore the war was over, that with 
her losses and her debts Britain 
alone and unaided could not 
achieve a tolerable standard of life 
and maintain her position as a 
great power. American aid be- 
gan with the British loan which 
was negotiated in Washington in 
1945. In that loan agreement there 
were three main points. We can- 
celed -30 billion dollars of lend- 
lease war debt. We loaned Brit- 
ain nearly four billion dollars of 
new money. And we obtained an 
understanding that Britain would 
also negotiate a war debt settle- 
ment with her creditors in the 
Commonwealth and Empire. 


Unfulfilled- Agreement. 


We took the view that Britain 
could not recover even with Amer- 
ican aid, if she had to repay all 
these war debts. In the 1945 loan 
agreement it was understood that 
a large part of the war debts (or 
sterling balances) were to be can- 
celed, that another part was to 
be funded over a long term, and 
that only a small part—at the rate 
of about $170,000,000 a year—was 
to be paid back immediately. 

This understanding has not been 
carried out. Before we look at 
the reasons why the British Gov- 
ernment did not carry out the 
understanding abcut the Empire 
war debts, it will be useful to take 
a measure of the burden they have 
been and still are. 

In the 12 months which ended 
last June the British Government 
“released” from the “blocked ster- 
ling balances”—that is to say re- 
paid war debts—to India, Pakistan, 
Egypt, Iraq, and Ceylon to the 
tune of about 210,000,000 pounds. 
If the pound is figured at $4, 
this was a burden of about $800,- 
000,000 a year. 

In other words, the British have 
been paying out of their current 
earnings and dwindling reserves 
this large sum to the countries of 
the Middle East and of Southern 
Asia. They have, also, it should be 
added, been supplying to Europe 
another $300,000,000 of goods for 
which they do not receive goods 
ix. return. 


Asia Had to Be Helped. 


The crisis, which ‘brought Sir 
Stafford Cripps and Mr. Bevin 
to Washington, turns on the fact 
that the British people cannot, 
even with Marshall aid, earn their 
own living, maintain their own 
social services, keep up a big mili- 
tary establishment, and give away 
to Asia and to Europe what they 
are now giving away. 

When we ask why the British 
Government did not carry out the 
1945 understanding about the Em- 
pire war debts, we come upon the 


Britain Must Pull] Out. 


Thus the enlightened political in- 
terest in supporting the countries 
of southern Asia has been fused 
with British private vested inter- 
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ests, which in regard to British 
international solvency are not en- 
lightened. As one Englishman put 
it to me recently: When the ques- 
tion has arisen of releasing ster- 
ling balances the Treasury, think- 
ing of the solvency of Britain, said 
no; the Board of Trade, thinking 
of trade and employment, said 
yes reluctantly; and the Foreign 
Office, thinking of the British and 
the world political interests, said 
yes emphatically. 


This diagnosis indicates what 
will be, in fact, however presently 
disguised and withheld, the main 
lines along which the British crisis 
will be liquidated. The British 
Government will be compelled to 
reduce to the vanishing point its 
contributions in the former Asiatic 
Empire. The United States by one 
means or another will have to take 
over the responsibility for their 
financial needs—particularly those 
of India, which is the largest of 
the British creditors. When and 
as this happens, the British pro- 
tected market in that part of the 
world will be opened to American 
and world competition, and this 
will compel a deep readjustment, 
probably accompanied for a time 
by some unemployment in the 
British Isles. 


America Must Take Over. 


But Britain will be relieved of a 
burden she cannot carry, and she 
will be deprived of a protection 
which renders her indt®try un- 
competitive. Then with American 
aid continued for some years be- 
yond 1952, she may be in a posi- 
tion where her currency at a new 
rate of exchange can be supported 
by the United States and made 
convertible for current trade. 

Here, it seems to me, in the 
barest and crudest form, are the 
bones of the problem. They will 
demand many complicated meas- 
ures over long periods of time. 
But the great essentials might as 
well be put in focus: 

That the United States will have 
to assume a financial responsibil- 
ity in Southern Asia, particularly 
in India, which unavoidably has 
immense political consequences; 

That Britain will be liquidating 
many of the remaining ties which 
have survived the political dis- 
establishment of the Asiatic Em- 
pire; 

And that in Britain this his- 
torical change will compel a 
momentous readjustment of the 
British industrial economy. 

This is indeed a very big crisis.

THERE WERE ABOUT 10 minutes of drama 
on each program; then, on came the experts, a 
much abused term in radio or television.

OTHING is so misleading in measuring children's readi- 
N ness for learning, for work, for promotions, for anything 
worth while in life. as the number of years he has lived. 
The years he.has lived tell just that, the number of days he 
has spent on earth, his age. It tells nothing else, just his age. 

Age is no basis for measuring intelligence or experience or 
growth or ability. People have Mved to old age without val- 
uable experience in learning, work, or living. There are 
c-cldren of three who are able to read well, and there are 
ethers who do not read until after they are ten. There are 
children who can do junipr high school work at 10 years and 
others who cannot do it by their fifteenth birthday, It is 
a mistake to grade, classify, promote, legislate for children, on 
the basis of their age and nothing else,

THE CHILD LABOR LAW, for example, has worked hard- 
ship on many boys and girls because they are compelled to re- 
main in school long after they have ceased to learn what is 
offered there and have been quite ready to go to work in their 
chosen field. Their bodies have matured, their intellectual 
limit, as far ag absorbing book knowledge is concerned, has 
been reached also.

Mrs. Mesta Descends on Luxembourg 
Untutored but Self-Sufficient, She Seems Satisfied 'Optimism' Is All It Takes, Observer Reports

trait of Mrs. Perle Mesta, establishing 
herself as the new American minister 
of Luxembourg, was written by David 
Nichol as a letter to his boss. How-

chief qualification and training has 
been her friendship for the President 
and her reputation as a lavish Wash- 
ington hostess.

FRANKFURT, Aug. 27, 1949. 
HERE have been few times 
T recently when I have _ so 
wanted an editorial column in 
which I could let off a large head 
of steam, Perle Mesta as a news 
story is a bust. As an example 
of ineptness in conduct of foreign 
affairs, her appointment as minis- 
ter to Luxembourg is a dandy. 

I'll give anybody who wants it 
the fact that she has charm, that 
she probably knows which fork 
to use on the oysters, and that she 
has a bucket of dough which she 
is prepared to spend. 

But the time has long since 
passed when the interrelations of 
governments can be conducted on 
that level. And the United States, 
with the biggest and broadest and 
most tremendous stake of all, is 
the very last among the nations 
of the world to recognize this. 

She owes her appointment very 
obviously to her personal friend- 
ship with the President and his 
family. If the stories I have read 
are correct, she selected him very 
early as a comer, and has lavished 
her resources on him in periods 


when Truman sat far below the 


salt. When it came time to vote 
on her nomination there was hard- 
ly a Senator who wasn’t beholden 
for at least some small amounts of 
caviar and tomato juice. Be 

Her personal conversation turns 
constantly on “my President.” I 
was on the point several times of 
reminding her that he was also 
“my” President, whether I liked 
the idea or not. 

Technically, she is the represen- 
tative of the Government of the 
United States to the Government 
of Luxembourg, and .-Truman is 
the head of the United States Gov- 
ernment. But if foreign service 
ever is to develop a useful and 
consistent pattern, then it must 
be administered and channeled 
through the man who is respon- 
sible to the President for it, Secre- 
tary of State Acheson. 

I asked Perle if she had had 
any meetings with Acheson before 
she embarked on this brave, new 
assignment and got the look which 
is reserved, I imagine, for people 
who spill sticky liqueurs on the 
stuffed velour. She admitted to 
knowing him to the extent of pay- 
ing a brief, “formal” call. Other- 
wise she seems to have had no 
contact with the State Department 
whatsoever.

ER arrival at the new legation 

which she persists in describ- 

ing as an “embassy” although 
it isn’t, was like the arrival of a 
wealthy dowager at a rented sum- 
mer home in some fashionable 
resort.

She goes to the extreme of call- 
ing her new home an embassy, 
even though it is only a lega- 
tion. 

Everybody acquainted with 
the situation knows also that 
Mrs. Mesta’s job in Luxem- 
bourg is just seasoning. If.she 
handles it well she may become 
an ambassador. If she doesn’t 
she won’t ascend the diplomatic 
ladder any higher. This is a 
decision said to have been made 
by her friend, President Tru- 
man. 

Mr. Truman might even cre- 
ate an embassy at Luxembourg 
if Mrs. Mesta works out as 
well as he expects in her new 
post, her friends says. One of 
the chief causes of the new 
hub-bub is the intimation con- 
tained in the letter that Mrs, 
Mesta is on the verge of a 
social feud with the Grand 
Duchess Charlotte of Luxem- 
bourg herself.

ion that Mrs. Mesta is cooking 
her goose. The other side said: 
“Perle has only arrived in 
Europe. Give her a chance. She 
is an aggressive woman who 
may put her foot into it here 
or there but she can grow.

Few wanted to be quoted di- 
rectly. Everybody said the situ- 
ation was “delicate.”

But they 
are intensely jealous of their his- 
tory and traditions, their rights 
and privileges as a sovereign na- 
tion, and the prerogatives of their 
royal house which is admired and 
respected as few others in the 
world today. 

It has been this insistence on 
their own nationality and own 
privileges which has preserved 
their identity for a thousand 
years. Time after time they have 
been occupied, but there is no 
indication they have ever been 
subjugated. They have pried spe- 
cia] concessions from a whole suc- 
cession of conquerors, Spanish, 
Dutch, Austrian, French, and Ger- 
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‘man, and they have done it by 


refusing to give in on the smallest 
points. 

Someone in the legation ob- 
served that they haven’t yet en- 
countered Mrs. Mesta. I was con- 
strained to point out that they 
had met Napoleon and that he 
had quite a lot of authority and 
influence in his own times. 

So far as Luxempourg is con- 
cerned, Mrs. M, is a private citi- 
zen until she is received by and 
presents her credentials to the 
Grand Duchess Charlotte. The 
Royal family had planned their 
annual shooting holiday in Scot- 
land months ago. They left on 
schedule, on August 20, three days 
before Mrs. M. arrived, August 23, 
in Le Havre. Luxembourgers vary 
from polite incredulity to enraged 
sensibility at any suggestion that 
the: royal plans might have been 
altered.

RS. M. for her part was in- 
M formed steadily about the roy- 

al program, The suggestion 
Was even made, as politely as pos- 
sible that she should hasten her 
arrival. Mrs. M., who was con- 
firmed: July 5, preferred to wait 
for the S.S. America. Round one, 
I should think, goes to the Grand 
Duchess. . 

It is just barely possible that 
her Royal Highness may find it 
essential to return to Luxembourg 
for a day or two to pick up some 
trinket, or sign a bill, bu: the last 
word was that she was not ex- 
pected back until October. 

Whatever happens, however 
much she may charm and en- 
chant the locals, Mrs. M. can 
never be anything better than 
No. 2 lady and there is nothing in 
her background to suggest that 
she finds this tolerable. Any in- 
timation that she was trying to 
outdo the Royal Family would 
Jose her more friends over night 
than her fortune could buy in a 
lifetime. 

It is a mistake to dismiss Lux- 
embourg as unimportant becauge 
it is small. Luxembourg is a key 
piece in any western European 
organization. Its foreign minister, 
Joseph Bech, is one of Europe’s 
most thoughtful and influential 
statesmen. Its customs’ union 
with Belgium is a _ fascinating 
study in what could and should 
be throughout Europe, and of the 
difficulties in achieving it. 

Mrs. M. apparently doesn’t even 
read the Washington papers. She 
was completely vague on the 
Council of Ministers, the consul- 
tative assembly in Strasbourg, the 
Brussels pact, and Benelux. She 
was, she thought, “optimistic.” 

Gifted amateurs from time to 
time have served brilliantly and 
usefully in our diplomatic corps. 
But in every case their gifts have 
been broader than the ability to 
seat people at a dinner table. Mrs. 
Mesta has an ecstatic devotion for 
“doing good and uplifting things,” 
but Europe in 1949 and for the 
foreseeable future requires some- 
thing more concrete. 

Perhaps I shouldn’t be _ too 
harsh. Mrs. Mesta was tired from 
her ocean voyage, two days of 
automobile travel, and a com- 
pletely novel situation. 

But it seems almost symbolic 
that her party should take the 
wrong road and hit the unin- 
formed border of Belgium where 
Mrs..M. wasn’t even a name, in- 
stead of Luxembourg where prep- 
arations had been made to receive 
her and speed her through.
